THE A. P. A’S ATTITUDE TOWARD 
UNDERSELLING. 


THE AMERICAN PUBLISHERS’ ASSOCIATION 
was called upon last week to take action 
against the stores in New York City, Boston 
and Chicago controlled’ by the Henry Siegel 
Company. This action was made necessary 
because of the cut in the prices of a number 
of recent copyright novels, which for several 
days last week were offered in these stores 
at 98 cents and less. The cut was met only 
by Macy’s, and, after a few days’ skirmishing 
by both houses, was abandoned. Some little 
excitement was created among the out-of- 
town retail trade because at its first meeting 
to consider the matter, held on the 12th inst., 
action was deferred by the American Publish- 
ers’ Association, and several groundless 
rumors concerning the actual status of 
the Association, became current. As a 
matter of fact, action was delayed, in the 
first instance, that the Association might 
have the benefit of the advice of its counsel, 
who did not arrive from Europe until the 
end of the week, and therefore no official 
action was taken until the 17th, when the 
Board of Directors at a meeting that was 
largely representative, decided to take action 
against the stores in New York and Boston, 
leaving the Chicago store, in view of possible 
legal complications, to be dealt with at the 
discretion of the individual publishers. 

There is absolutely no ground for the 
rumor that abandonment of the reform 
movement has ever been considered by the 
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American Publishers’ Association; on the 
contrary, the Association is determined io 
cerry on the movement by every legal meas- 
ure within its reach. That it may be neces- 
sary in the future, as it has been necessary in 
the past, to modify its plan in’ certain par- 
ticulars is not unlikely; but these changes will 
always be in the direction of strengthening 
the position of the American Publishers’ 
Association rather than in its ultimate dis- 
solution. 

The prompt and definite action of the Asso- 
ciation in dealing with this matter has called 
forth from the Booksellers of New York 
unstinted and unqualified praise, which, no 
doubt, is but the unexpressed sentiment 
of the entire retail booktrade. The Ameri- 
can Publishers’ Association certainly merits 
the appreciation and support in the fullest 
measure from all interested in “building up 
the booktrade on a solid foundation for all 
time.” 





IN response to our request for information 
as to omissions or errors discovered in the

BOOK ADVERTISING. 


THE subject of book advertising is one ot 
perennial interest to publishers. Oddly 
enough, while perhaps no other element in 
the publishing business plays so important a 
part in the yearly balance-sheet, it is a subject 
regarding which no fixed or exact laws seem 
as yet to have been formulated. Every pub- 
lisher has his own ideas about advertising, 
and often these ideas undergo radical changes 
from year to year. It is to be regretted that 
most of the discussions of book advertising 
which appear in print from time to time are 
contributed either by writers outside the trade, 
who view the subject in its surface aspects 
only; or by young and inexperienced men 
who, while in the trade, have still but a lim- 
ited knowledge of its manifold “ins and outs. 
Occasionally we are given the results of some 
veteran publisher’s ripened experience—as, for 
example, Henry Holt’s «acute and well- 
founded remarks on the subject, in his A?- 
lantic article on “The Commercialization of 
Literature,” and J. Bertram Lippincott’s re- 
cent article on “Book Publishing ;” but in the 
main the theorists and the inexperienced, who 
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d talk most glibly, = _ 

“dest atidience. It is as one who has ha 
= Soe give the subject of book advertis- 
‘ag constant and prayerful consideration, and 
who has been compelled to study it in the 
cht of practical results, that I venture to 
contribute some remarks to the discussion, 
which I hope may lead to an expression of 
the views of others who have to give thought 
to this vital subject. 

The first point I would set down, and one 
that clears away at once a large ainount of 
needless confusion, is that there is and can 
be no hard-and-fast rule about either methods 
or mediums. In the discussions that I have 
seen, there has been a wide divergence of 
opinion—one side urging the value of the so- 
called literary journals, the other insisting on 
the superior advantages of newspaper adver- 
tising. Both seem to me right, in urging the 
claims of its kind of mediums; but both are 
wrong, if they hereby overlook or deny the 
claims of the other kind. The shrewdest 
book advertisers, in my opinion, are those 
who use one class of mediums for one class 
of bcoks and another for another class—pre- 
cisely as any manufacturer does. Few oi the 
publishing houses, at least of the important 
ones, confine themselves to one class of pub- 
lications; it follows that they cannot sell 
their books by advertising them exclusively 
in one kind of medium. A publisher musi 
choose the mediums he will advertise in as he 
chooses the books he will publish; he brings 
out a book with a certain constituency in 
mind, and the best advertising medium for 
that book is undoubtedly the one that will 
best help him to reach that constituency. For 
such advertising as this, the item of circula- 
tion alone counts for little—hardly at all. A 
newspaper of almost unlimited circulation—a 
hundred thousand or a million, it would make 
little difference which—might be less valuable, 
bring him smaller sales, than a thousand or 
even a hundred copies of a journal going to 
just the people he wants to reach and must 
reach if he sells his book. 

Some of the discussions I have lately read 
have urged that in ‘order to sell books one 
must get at the people who buy books, and 
get at them in the greatest numbers—which 
is true; and that the best way to do this is 
to advertise in daily newspapers—which is 
not necessarily true. That is, it is not true 
as a general rvle. It is not true of all books; 
it might be true of some books, and quite un- 
true of others. I doubt if, on close analysis, 
it would be found to be true of even a ma- 
jority of the books published. The class of 
which it would be mest nearly true is ob- 
viously fiction. But fiction, as every pub- 
lisher knows, does not constitute a majority 
- the books published. And fiction—even the 
etter class of it—is sold largely to the better 
class of people, the class who read the literary 
journals, A highly-seasoned novel, of slight 
in the ae or none, can he exploited only 
the bliel y press and popular mediums; but 
i publisher of a new novel by any author of 
‘rary standing—Mr. Howells or Mrs. 
ee or Mrs. Ward, all of whose books 
thinks of and in large numbers—would hardly 
Without ado. £0 get it before the public 

advertising it in the literary journals. 


naturally write an 


It is hardly conceivable that for such a book 
he would limit his advertising to the daily 
press; and how much less for other classes of 
books—the “miscellaneous books” which, 
more than novels, are the main dependence of 
the best houses. 

A considerable proportion of books are, by 
their very character, limited in interest to what 
may be called the literary classes, except for 
whom they would never have been published; 
and to be sold they must be advertised in 
those journals that reach the classes for 
whom they are intended. Mr. Lippincott, in 
the article above referred to, says, “Books are 
advertised in a systematic manner in those 
mediums which are supposed to be read most 
widely by people interested in books.” These 
classes of bookbuyers—small in proportion 
to total population but large in importance to 
the publisher, including as it does librarians, 
collectors, and cultivated readers throughout 
the country—are accustomed to get their in- 
formation about books from literary journals 
and not from daily papers. In the lists of 
“Best Books” issued regularly by the New 
York State Library, with its recommendation 
to public libraries, the authorities quoted are 
almost invariably the literary reviews—The 
Dial, The Nation, The Atheneum, The Acad- 
emy—and never the newspapers. 

The truth probably is, that average readers 
of average daily papers do not read books at 
all, and are a decidedly “negligible quantity” 
from the standpoint of the practical book ad- 
vertiser. It is significant that those daily 
papers that make the strongest bid for book 
advertising make all possible effort to give 
their papers a literary tone—to take on, with 
more or less pretension, something of the 
character of the distinctive literary journals 
which they thus emulate as advertising me- 
diums for books; and those that succeed best 
in this are those that get the most book ad- 
vertising—and rightly so, for the more “lit- 
erary” they make their papers the more they 
may be supposed to interest the literary 
classes who buy bcoks. Many such papers are 
gcod mediums, valuable mediums; they can 
do much for book publishers in their way, but 
they cannot render the same service that the 
established literary journals render in their 
way. In all civilized countries, book publish- 
ing and literary journals flourish together. 
In England, where, book publishing is con- 
ducted on a larger and more stable basis than 
in this country, it is my impression that the 
purely literary journals obtain about three- 
fourths of all the current book advertising. 
Indeed, I doubt if an English publisher could 
ccnceive of selling a new book without ad- 
vertising it in The Atheneum—the foremost 
literary journal of the country, corresponding 
to The Dial on this side; he might, and doubt- 
less would, advertise his books elsewhere, but 
first and always in The Atheneum. 

Most of those who take sides in the “liter- 
ary journal vs. newspaper” controversy seem 
to lose sight of the fact that these two classes 
of mediums do not comprise the entire adver- 
tising outlet for the publisher. ‘There are es- 
tablished publications such as THE PUuBLISH- 
ERS’ WEEKLY that are recognized by the trade 
as indispensable. It is not at all a question 
with any publisher as to whether he should 
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confine his advertising to this class of me- 
dium or place it in the newspapers. He uses 
both, probably; but first of all THe Pus- 
LISHERS’ WEEKLY, because that journal 
reaches a class that he must reach, and can- 
not reach as effectively in any other way. And 
it is much the same with this so-called ques- 
tion of literary journal or newspaper—which 
shall we use? Unhappily, the problem of 
book advertising cannot be reduced to such 
simple proportions. To sell my books I must 
bring them first of all to the attention of the 
trade, through the pages of such trade pub- 
lications as [HE PUBLISHERS’ WEEKLY; then, 
as they are books, and not bicycles or break- 
fast foods, I bring them to the attention of 
the habitual bookbuying class that is reached 
by the literary journal; and, finally, for the 
books that are popular in character—which 
practically means “star” fiction—I reach out 
for my constituency through the best class of 
newspapers. A PUBLISHER. 


A BOOKSELLER CANDIDATE FOR 
THE PENNSYLVANIA GOVERN- 
ORSHIP. 


THe Hon. Epwin Sypney Stuart, ex- 
Mayor of Philadelphia, etc., but who is famil- 
iarly known to the trade and bookbuyers 
throughout the world as “Leary’s,’ has been 
nominated for Governor of Pennsylvania by 
the leaders of the Republican organization of 
the Keystone State. 

The head of “Leary’s Old Book Store,” on 
Ninth Street below Market, the son of a 
Scotch father and an Irish mother, born in 
Philadelphia on December 23, 1853, often 
delights in telling of his first visit to Leary’s 
in 1867, which proved to be one of the turn- 
ing points of his career. We quote the story 
ficm the New York Tribune, as printed in its 
issue for September 16: 

It was in response to an advertisement. It 
was necessary for Stuart to contribute to the 
meagre resources of the family. The day he 
set out to secure employment he bought a 
morning newspaper. Two lines under the 
heading “Boy Wanted” caught his eye and he 
hastened to Leary’s Old Book Store to offer 
his services. W, A. Leary, the proprietor, 
was in. 

“So you want a job, dp you?” said the old 
bookseller. 

“That’s what I’m after,” responded the boy. 

“Well, I’ve just engaged a boy.” 

“All right, sir, I'll have to hunt a job some- 
where else,” replied Stuart with an engaging 
decisiveness. 

The lad started out of the dusky store, his 
eyes fastened again on the “Help Wanted” 
column. As he reached the entrance a voice 
from within cried: “Hold on! Maybe that 
other boy won’t suit. I think I’ll try you. I 
pay $2 a week.” 

“Then let the first boy have the job,” re- 
plied the youth, turning in the doorway to 
look back at the old bookman. “I can’t work 
for $2 a week.” 

He turned again to go out of the door. 

“How much will you take?” called out the 
voice again.

The boy started for home, but had not gone 
far before he began to feel uneasy about is 
position.

He decided to returp 
and forestall any one else by beginning work 
immediately, leaving the announcement of his 
success to his mother until evening. Entering 
the store, with its shelves of brown-backed 
old books, he announced that he was ready ¢: 
go to work, 

He swept the store, dusted books and kept 
His manners were 
pleasing, and it was not long before he was 
waiting on customers. He rapidly became ac- 
quainted with the details of the business, and 
in the course of a few years became the buyer, 
attending book sales in New York and other 
cities. The visitors to the store, such as Sen- 
ator Charles Sumner and Governor Penny- 
packer, then a lawyer, with an office just 
around the corner, began to look to young 
Stuart instead of to the old bookseller when 
they wanted assistance in picking out books. 
The son of Mr. Leary was taken ill and died 
Soon afterward the elder Leary sold out the 
business to his former errand boy then only 
twenty-three years old. This was in 1876 
Out of it Mr. Stuart has drawn a comfort- 
able fortune. He still maintains his close 
contact with the affairs of the dingy looking 
old store, with its signs and familiar picture 
of a bewigged bookworm of a century ago 
standing on a stepladder in his library, al- 
ttovgh his brother, William H., is now asso- 
ciated with him.

POST, THE NEW SUPERINTENDENT 
OF DOCUMENTS. 


WitiraM L. Post, for several months past 
Acting Superintendent of Documents at tne 
Government Printing Cffice, Washington, was 
appointed by Public Printer Stillings, on Au- 
gust 14, Superintendent of Documents, stuc- 
cceding L. C. Ferrell, resigned. Mr. Posts 
promotion was not unexpected, and has been 
fully earned by his long and efficient service 
in the Office of Documents. He has been 
connected with that office since its establish- 
ment in 1892, when he was assigned to it as 
file clerk. Later he was transferred to the 
library, where he was engaged in classifica- 
tion and bibliographic work, and became 
identified with some of the best indexing and 
cataloging work done by the office. The ad- 
mirable index to the publications of the Agr'- 
cultural Department, 1862-1892, published in 
1904, was prepared by Mr. Post, and the 1n- 
genious classification and arrangement there 
adopted were devised by him. 
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A PUBLISHER’S OBJECTION TO 
REVISED SPELLING. 


We reprint from the New York Times 
Saturday Review of Books the following 
very pertinent letter on the complications 
that might arise if simplified spelling were 
adopted in printing books, editions of which 
are also intended for export trade: 

“Whatever may be the effect of the Presi- 
dent’s order in regard to simplified spelling 
on the documentary history of the country 
or on the spelling of the daily and weekly 
press, I am of the opinion that for the book 
publishers of the literature of the country 
to adopt the President’s new form of spelling 
would be to jeopardize and even to anni- 
hilate that export trade in American litera- 
ture which we, in common with all of the 
larger publishers, have been fostering with 
so much care for a number of years. 

“IT pointed out some years ago in my pam- 
phlet on ‘The Duty on Books’ that our 
exports of books were even then greater than 
our imports of them from Great Britain, and 
since then this trade has grown to very 
considerable proportions. 

“To go from the general to the particular, 
I may point out that my company has within 
the past few weeks shipped upward of thirty 
thousand volumes by American authors to 
foreign countries, included among these being 
India, South Africa, Great Britain, Aus- 
tralia, New Zealand and Japan. 

“Great Britain to-day, in the best class of 
books, objects to our usual omission of the 
‘uv’ in such words as ‘honor,’ and to follow 
the President’s list of words in simplified 
spelling would, in my opinion, kill this export 
trade, which I and all other publishers are 
so desirous of building up. 

“The time will come when the United 
States will take the lead in literature, as it 
is bound to do in ordinary matters of com- 
merce, given wise administration of the laws; 
and to aid in giving a setback to this move- 
ment, such as the President’s order must 
give to it if it is carried out, is a step in the 
wrong direction. 

“T notice several eminent publishers among 
the advocates of the simplified spelling as 
ordered by the President, but I have yet to 
learn that any of these gentlemen who allow 
their names to be printed as advocates of the 
movement use it in their printed books.”

THE BOOKSELLERS OF NEW YORK, 

A REGULAR meeting of the Booksellers of 
New York was held on the evening of Septem- 
ber 18 at Brentano’s, Union Square, New York 
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City. In the absence of the president, Simon 
Brentano, F. E, Grant presided, and Charles 
E. Butler acted as secretary in the absence 
of Mr. Gorham. 
Grant, Charles S. Pratt, A. Mackel, of 
Ammon & Mackel; Henry Malkan, Charles 
A. Burkhardt, of E. P. Dutton & Co.; F. D. 
Lacy, of G. P. Putnam’s Sons; R. E. Sher- 
wood, Arthur Brentano, Charles E. Butler 
and A. Gugenheim, of Brentano’s, and the 
representatives of other houses. 

Considerable interest was displayed by the 
members present in topics of vital interest and 
much discussion took place. The question up- 
permost in the minds of the members during 
the evening was the course taken this week 
by the A. P. A. to suppress underselling, 
the feeling prevailing that the American Pub- 
lishers’ Association deserved the heartiest 
support of the entire retail booktrade. The 
following resolution was read and unanimous- 
ly adopted : 

Wuereas, The members of the American Pub- 
lishers’ Association, since that organization was 
called into life, have to the very utmost and so far 
as lay in their power combined to protect the retail 
booktrade in the pursuit of their calling unham- 
pered by unfair price cutting, and, : 

Wuereas, The members of the American Pub- 
lishers’ Association have considered no sacrifice of 
either time or money too great to restore self- 
respect to the booktrade, to elevate it to a more 
dignified position than it occupied before the move- 
ment for reform was begur and to insure to all 
concerned an adequate remuneration for their exact- 
ing duties, and ahs 3 

Wuereas, Only within a few days the American 
Publishers’. Association, as a measure of protection 
to the retail booktrade in this and other large 
cities, again presented a united front to those who 
make it a practice to undersell articles having a 
known fixed price as “bait” to attract purchasers 
to their other goods, the prices of which are not 
known to the public; therefore, be it 

Resolved, By the Booksellers of New York, as- 
sembled in special] meeting this 18th day of Sep- 
tember, 1906, that the retail booktrade of New York 
City express their hearty appreciation of the action 
of the American Publishers’ Association and of all 
their efforts to protect and build up the booktrade 
on a solid foundation for all time, and be it further 

Resolved, That the Bcoksellers of New York 
pledge themselves to hold up the hands of the pub- 
lishers in their efforts to restore the booktrade and 
call upon their colleagues throughout the country 
to join them in a hearty and unselfish support 
of the efforts made on their behalf. 

The evening generally was taken up by 
informal talk and discussion of conditions 
and ways and means to improve them. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 


ARTHUR DupbLEY VINTON, author of “The 
Pomfret Mystery, “The Unpardonable Sin” 
and “Looking Further Backward,” died in 
Brooklyn, N. Y., September 13. Mr. Vinton 
was born in Brooklyn, December 23, 1852, and 
after graduating from the Columbia Law 
School devoted himself to the practice of law. 
He was also for a time managing editor of 
the North American Review. 


DaniEL McINTYRE tIENDERSON, who for a 
number of years kept the University Book- 
store, at Howard and Madison Streets, in 
Baltimore, Md., and was a recognized poet 
and scholar, died on September 15 at the 
Maryland General Hospital of typhoid fever. 
He had been ailing all the summer, but re- 
mained at his book store until two weeks 
ago, when he took to his bed. He grew worse 
rapidly, and last Thursday was removed from

his home, 1317 Linden Avenue, to the 
hospital. Mr. Henderson was a Scotchman 
and was born in Glasgow July 12, 1851. He 
was educated in that city, and went to Balti- 
more in 1873, obtaining employment in 4 
bookstore. In 1891 he went into the book 
business on his own account. The most pro- 
nounced characteristic of Mr, Henderson was 
his modesty. Had he been more inclined to 
push himself, he would probably have turned 
his writings to greater profit. In fact, it was 
a long time before people in his own city rec- 
ognized his literary ability, and many of his 
poems had their first reading before the mem- 
bers of the St. Andrew’s Society, of which he 
had been a member for years and of which lh 
was president at the time of his death. Among 
his admirers were Robert Louis Stevenson, Ed- 
mund Clarence Stedman, James Russell Low- 
eli and James Whitcomb Riley. During a 
visit to Baltimore upon one occasion Mr. 
Riley went into Mr. Henderson’s store, and 
in looking over the books on the shelves 
picked up a copy of Scottish poems with the 
name “D. M, Henderson” on the flyleaf. He 
became interested in the verse and _ finally 
asked “Who is this man Henderson?” The 
proprietor of the bookstore admitted with a 
blush that he was the man, and from that 
day on James Whitcomb Riley was one of 
his greatest friends and admirers. Mr. Hen- 
derson’s first work, “Poems—Scottish and 
American,” was published in 1888. He con- 
tinued to write verse and magazine articles, 
and in 1905 he issued “A Bit Bookie of 
Verse.” Many of his poems were in the 
Scotch dialect and breathed of the Scotch life 
and traditions, Few men in Baltimore will be 
more missed by bookish people than Mr. Hen- 
derson. He was a great student and liked to 
stay around his store, where he was often con- 
sulted by persons looking for something to 
read.

Mr. Trowbridge is in 
the best of health.
